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INTRODUCTION. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Stocksbridge 

Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  to  you  my  45th  Annual  Report  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  this  District  the  following  observations 
suggest  themselves. 

The  Death  Rate  and  Infant  Mortality  are  both  slightly 
above  those  for  1936,  but  are  below  those  for  England  and 
Wales. 

The  Birth  Rate  also  is  below  that  of  1936.  This  is 
regrettable.  It  is  already  becoming  obvious  that  the  peopling 
of  the  Dominions  in  future  years  cannot  be  maintained  by 
emigrants  from  this  Country  if  the  present  state  of  affairs 
continues. 

The  Death  Rate  from  Malignant  Diseases  was  higher 
than  ever  before. 

There  was  a  very  satisfactory  decrease  in  the  number 
of  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases,  and  bearing  in  mind  the 
500  children  who  were  immunised  against  Diphtheria  in  1935, 
it  is  interesting  to  note  that  there  was  only  1  case  of 
Diphtheria  notified  and  that  case  had  not  been  immunised. 

Housing.  —  Radical  action  in  this  sphere  is  given  in 
detail  in  Table  D. 

Smoke  Abatement. — Notwithstanding  the  activities  of 
the  Inspectors  there  has  been  no  improvement  in  this  serious 
nuisance.  In  these  days  of  scientific  research  it  should  surely 
be  possible  to  eliminate  a  nuisance  which  has  its  effect  both 
on  the  health  and  happiness  of  the  people. 

Ambulance. — Erom  the  point  of  view  of  the  health  and 
well-being  of  the  people  of  the  District,  an  error  was  made 
when  in  the  Summer  of  1937  it  was  decided  to  discontinue  the 
use  of  the  local  ambulance,  and  to  depend  entirely  upon  the 
ambulances  of  the  Sheffield  “Id.  in  £“  Scheme.

Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

for  the  Year  1937. 


District,  In  the  re-distribution  which  took  place  during 
1937  this  District  had  added  to  it  the  area  bounded  by  the  Don 
on  the  West,  and  Wharncliffe  on  the  North  East. 

The  area  includes  Deepcar  Station,  a  portion  of  the  Railway  , 
the  works  of  J.  G.  Lowood  &  Co.,  and  houses  at  the  Uskers 
and  Wharncliffe  Chase.  The  acreage  is  637. 

Total  acreage  of  the  District  is  now  4,631. 

Population. — The  population  as  estimated  by  the 
Registrar  General  at  the  middle  of  1937  was  9,537. 

It  would  seem  that  the  figures  given  by  the  Registrar 
General  err  on  the  side  of  under-estimation.
